The Constitution of the State of 
Vermont, as printed in the general 
statutes and other official publications 
for oyer eight years, declares that the 
"Governor, and in his absence, the 
iieutenaut Governor," (in the origin- 
al Constitution it was tho Governor 
and Council,) "shall have power to 
grant pardons and romit lines, in all 
Cases whatever, except in treason and 
murder, in which they shall havo pow- 
or to grant reprieves, but not to par- 
don until after the end of the next ses- 
sion of tho Assembly." This seems 
to say, distinctly, that the Governor 
shall" not havo power to pardon traitors 
and murderers until after the end of 
tho next session of Assembly; and by 
implication it would seem to follow 
that he may pardon murderers after a 
session has intervened. The question 
as to what the Constitution really 
means in this matter came up in con- 
versation between several gentlemen 
in the State Library at Montpelier the 
tho other day. Mr. Abell, of West 
Haven, was of the opinion that the 
Constitution did not intend to give 
the power of pardon to tho Governor 
at any time in cases of treason and 
murder, and he found in a volume of 
Vermont reports an opinion of Judge 
Williams to that effect. The point was 
speedily settled by the production by 
the State Librarian ot the first printed 
copy of tho Constitution (printed at 
Hartford Conn., in 1770) in which a 
comma plainly appears aftor the word 
"pardon," in the sentence quoted. 
'This makes all clear. The words 'but 
not to pardon' are plainly parentheti- 
cal, and the meaning is as plain as if it 
road, he shall havo tho power to grant 
reprieves (but not to pardon) until

(Constitution was nei' printed, n year or 
it wo later, Hie c >!iima was omitted, doubt- 
leas by a cnre!e3» proof-reader, and from 
then till now our Constitution has never 
been correctly printed. 

This is not the first case in which a 
careless omiaBion or substitution of a 
comma has made an important difference 
with the meaning and construction of a 
law. The Act of 1870, providing for tho 
abolishing ef schoul districts, as drawn, 
required each town in tho Stato to take 
action at tho next March meeting on tho 
question, whether it would substitute tho 
town system for tho district system, Tho 
Legislature intended that each town 
should havo the subject up in town meet- 
ing and take definite action upon it; but 
tho blundering engrossing clerk pnt m a 
cominj whore nouo belongs, and the Act 
as passed left it optional with the select- 
men to put, an article in tlio warnings in 
reference to the school systems or not. 
And in point of fact not a dozen towns in 
^lio (State acted on tho question. 

Aa Oilicial Tiger Slayer.

Capt. Oaulfi9ld was appointed tiger-slayer 
to the Madras Govornmont. He happen- 
ed to be staying with a clergyman in Co- 
imbatoire, *t the foot of tho Neilgberry 
•Hill*, at iv time whan a man-eating tiger 
was ravaging tho neighborhood and re- 
ducing the population of tho Presidency 
by two daily. At. tho head of a largo 
body of hunters, the tiger-slayer started 
out iu pursuit of the dreaded monster. 
Coming to a village near sunset, they saw 
a str.uigo picture. Tho women and chil- 
dren of tho village were wailing and 
clamoring, while in tho shadow of tho 
jungle aa enormous tigress could be dim- 
ly discerned devouring a poor herdsman 
whom sho had just slain. As tho hunters 
Roproached her tho animal fled into the 
jungle, leaving them uncertain whether 
to pursue her in tlio darkness. Capt, 
Caultield decided not to do so. lie pro- 
fored a surer and safer way of dispatch- 
ing tho animal. Saturating the body of 
tho dead herdsman with pison, the party 
retreated, and next morning found the 
tigress dead, and tho herdsman vanished. 
Tlio clergyman reproved tho tiger-slayer 
for ii'sing'a human body us b.tit for an 
animal, and many will agree with hirni 
Tho poor nativos thanked him vociferous- 
ly for saving their lives, even at tho ex- 
pense of their dead companion's integrity 
of corpus. By reversing tho situations 
of olorgyman and nativos, it, is barely 
possible that tho former would have been 
less squeamish os-to the manner of his 
preservation than the poor wretohei) of 
darker huo. It ia a matter of taste, how- 
over.

Reciprocity. 

Tho draft treaty for reciprocal com- 
mercial relations in certain commodi- 
ties between the United States of 
America and the Dominion of Canada 
lias now been before both countries 
for about six months. Perhaps no 
Stato paper ever became the subject of 
more general or severe criticism, and, 
paradoxical as it may appear, the fact 
of its being denounced by both consti- 
tutes its best certificate of character. 
It was a wise head which throw the 
treaty into tho arena of public discus- 
sion for so many months before 
cither of tho high contracting parties 
proposed taking any definite action; 
and already there is evidence that 
calm second thought is gradually con- 
ducting to the common conclusion 
that tho treaty is in the main pretty 
nearly what a reciprocity treaty should 
be, — that it gives and takes on both 
bides. In the United States, in Canada, 
and evon in England, organizations 
with more or less reason conceiving 
themselves to be tho rightful guar- 
dians of the commercial interests of 
their respective countries have almost 
uniformly pronounced against tho 
terms of the treaty; and it is a uota- 
. bio circumstance that each country 
makes out with about equal force that 
to tho other would fall tho lion's 
share. About a week ago we publish- 
ed the rosult of an interview which 
took place on the '2Gth ult. between 
Lords Derby and Carnarvon, Her 
Majesty's Foreign and Colonial Sec- 
retaries, on tho one hand, aud a depu- 
tation representing fifty-two Chambers 
of Commerce in England, on the 
other. That interview, it must be ad- 
mitted, was a very important one, both 
as regarded its object and tho parties 
to it; and the result is, consequently, 
entitled to very careful attention. The 
result, one may be permitted to think, 
tends to show how very liable asso- 
ciated commercial wisdom is to be 
blind, or, at anyrate, shortsighted in 
viewing cpiestions bearing upon the 
very interests in dealing with which it 
assumes tobe"au fait." But these 
blind men went to '.he proper party in 
order to receive; sight and right nobly 
did Lord Derby knock away the scales 
from their eyes. Not only did his 
answers to tho several obejctioii3 raised 
evinco a clearness aud comprehensiveness 
of grasp in so fur as tho subject more im- 
mediately under consideration was con- 
cerned, but they are scarcely less inter- 
esting a3 affording an insight into tho so- 
cret workings of tho Imperial heart to- 
wards tho great Colonial Empire. "There 
is," said Lord Derby, "another side of tho 
question; while protecting British trade 
we are bound to look at the position of 
Canada in her relations to the United 
States. We tire bound to place no un- 
necessary obstacles in tho way of the 
freest commercial relations between 
thosu countries. If for any supposed in- 
terest of our own wo objected to a treaty 
establishing such freedom, it is perfectly 
clear that discontent among loyal Cana- 
dians would result. Thosu attached to 
tho Imperial Government, who 1 believe, 
immensely preponderate, would lend 
strength to tho party which look* forward 
to annexation to tho United States." 
Those words show a tender Boliaitudo for 
Canadian interest and freedom of action; 
but wo cannot help thinking they attach 
unduo importance to those who are look- 
ing forward to annexation to the United 
States. That there are individuals thus 
looking is undeuial. Indeed it would be 
passing strange if thoro were not. But 
that they are in such numbers and posi- 
tion as to justify Lord Derby in dignify- 
ing them with tho term "party," we can- 
not for a moment admit. Itovortiug to 
the subject proper, it seems not impro- 
bable that tho result of the interview re- 
ferrcd to will exert a wide-spread influ- 
ence in favor of tho draft treaty. Not 
that we think the treaty absolutely freo 
from objection. Probably no treaty will 
ever attain such excellence. Nor do wo 
pretend to claim that tho treaty will bi! 
ratified in its presont form .or, for that 
matter, that it will be ratified at all. but 
wo believe it to bo susceptible of such 
mollifications as would make it fair and 
beneficial to both countries; and it seems 
extremely probable thai it will bo adopt- 
ed by both countries in a moro or less 
modified form. Unliko our extreme and 
extremely inconstant local contemporary 
who first hailed tho treaty as a wondrous 
boon, second only to tho Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway in its benifioence to Canada 
in general and to Columbia in particular, 
but who has since joined tho ultra Op- 
positionists of Canada in unqualified con- 
demnation of it, wo have seen no reason 
for changing the opinion formed at tho 
first. The draft we beliovo to supply the 
ground work for suoli a treaty as ought 
to oxist between two adjoining countries 
having so many interests in common; and 
we shall be greatly surprised if, in the 
hands of far-seeing and liberal-minded 
statesmen to bo found on both sides of 
the International boundary, it does not as- 
sume a morejperfect and less objectionable 
form and come into actual operation. 
Looking at the treaty from a purely lo- 
cal stand-point, wo confess that it is not 
wholly freo from objection j but, at the 
same time, if tho admitted disadvantages 
be taken and fairly weighed against tho 
unquestioned advantages it offors, wefeol 
well assured that tho hitter will be found 
largely to predominate And that is, af- 
ter all, tho true way to test any measure of 
reciprocity. It is not in tho nature of 
things that Columbia should get all and 
surrender nothing. She cannot both 
keep her cako and cat it

Tho 
next lowest offer wns that of tho Abordaro 
Compnny, Loudon, England, at tho rate 
of £51 75 per ton. The other British pro- 
posals ranged from this figuro up to SOI, 
and thoro woro two American oHers $75 
and $82 roepectivoly.
